PARIS CABINET 
WILL CONSIDER 
HITLER’S MOVE 


French Statesmen to Ga. 


ther Wednesday—Ex- 


pect Definite Stand 


PARIS, March 18—The French 
cabinet will meet Wednesday to 
consider Germany's proclamation 
of compulsory military service in 
violation of the Versailles treaty. 
Foreign minister Pierre Laval will 
give the cabinet an account of 
his negotiations since Saturday 
with Rome and London, after 
which the government is expect- 
ed to take a definite stand with- 
out delay. 

It was believed the important 
cabinet meeting was delayed until | 
Wednesday in order to permit the 
British government to formulate its | 
policy. The MacDonald cabinet met 
today. In addition to a joint pro- 


test of the powers, France also was | 


reported considering the arraign- 
ment of Germany's action before 
the League of Nations. 


PROTEST IN SIGHT 

The British view was regarded 

authoritatively as what would de-| 
termine whether the old allies! 
would protest jointly against | 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler's scrapping of} 
the peace treaty. 

But government officials said it 
was inevitable that “an alignment 
if not an alliance” of Great Brit- 
ain, France, Italy and possibly | 
others would be sought for a de- 
fensive working agreement. 

A solemn pledge among the three 
powers that they fight together in 


the event of a new European war | 
was proposed in French military | Closest Friends 


circles as perhaps “The most effica- | 
cious guarantee of peace.” 

France also is hopeful of support | 
from Soviet Russia vshose army is 
being made one of the most power- | 
ful in Europe.

E. Brownlee seduced an 18-year-old girl, and the jury 
awarded her $10,000 damages. The trial judge dismissed 
the action because he held that she had not proved that 
the seduction resulted in any loss of ability to serve her 
father, 


Three of the judges of the Appellate . Division held 
that loss of ability to serve would have to be proved in 
an action by a girl for her seduction. Two of the judges 
of the Appellate Division held that this loss of service was 
not a necessary ingredient in the action and that there 
was no necessity to prove it. The Appellate Division also 
held that there was evidence upon which the jury could, as 
reasonable men, find the defendant seduced the female 
plaintiff, and refused, therefore, to disturb the 
finding of seduction, which, therefore, still stands.

The city cannot afford to buy out the 
company at the end of the present year, when 
it will have the legal right to do so. And even 
if it had the money, the wisdom of going into 
the gas business as a municipal undertaking 
is doubtful. Supplying gas is a competitive 
It actively competes with coal, and to 
a certain degree with electricity, and must com- 
pete with both. The risk is very real, both in 
regard to maintaining the distribution system 
and in maintaining a constant supply brought 
from a long distance. To take over a ten year 
old distribution system and supply line would 
be at best a speculation, even if the money 
were available, which it is not. 

But the city needs the 5 per cent it collects 
} on the company’s gross revenue, and cannot 
| afford to accept the substitute offer of 5 per 
} cent on net earnings. The company hag, indi- 
cated a willingness to continue this rate of pay- 
ment in return for certain concessions. It is to 
be supposed the concessions asked were the 
maximum desired, not the advantages really 
expected to be secured. At least the door was 
left open to negotiate on the basis of giving 
something less than the company asked. 

It is just possible the legislature will take 
sideration the action of council in re- 
fusing to negotiate, particularly in reference to 
extending franchise for a fixed period. 
That at least is a point on which it is reasonable 
to suggest the company is entitled to a definite 
understanding. Refusal of council to consider 
that point is not calculated to make the legis- 
lature favor council's plication for a con-

Varicose Veins 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


By the term varicose veins is meant an 


unnaturally swollen condition of the veins of 


the legs. These particular veins bring the 
blood back from the feet, up the leg and are 
therefore working against gravity. As a 
means of keeping the blood from flowing back- 
ward and returning to the 
feet, the veins are provided 
with valves which allow the 
blood to flow upward but 
keep it from flowing back. 

In the legs we find two 
separate sets of veins; the 
deep veins lie among the 
muscles of the leg while the 
superficial veins are placed 
in the layer of fat just be- 
neath the skin. When the 
superficial veins are vari- 
cosed, only a few of the smaller veins may be 
affected which appear as fine, red, lines. Some- 
times the varicose veins radiate from one cen- 
ter, like the spokes in a wheel. These small 
broken veins are not especially serious and 
while they spoil the appearance of the leg, they 
do not produce the discomfort and extreme dis- 
figurement seen in severe cases of varicose veins 
where the veins are greatly enlarged and so 
swollen with an engorgement of blood that they 
stand up from the skin in twisting ridges. 

There are several different causes of vari- 
cose veins but any mechanical cause which will 
produce pressure on the veins coming out of 
the legs, causing an interference with the flow 
of blood from the veins, must be considered. I 
regard prolapsus of the abdominal organs as 
the main cause; however, the patient is usually 
troubled with sluggish elimination, which must 
be considered a contributing cause, inasmuch 
as it may induce pressure in the pelvis because 
the intestinal tract is weighted with packed-up 
material. Pressure from any cause which slows 
up the return of blood from the veins will fill 
the veins with a column of blood which is stag- 
nant because it is not circulating properly and 
because of not reaching the lungs soon enough 
where fresh oxygen is picked up. Due to lack 
of circulation the walls of the veins break down 
and become weakened. These weakened walls 
are not able to resist the strain placed upon 
them by the congestidn of blood. The veins are 
stretched or dilated by load of the extra blood 
and the stretching pulls the valves apart allow- 
ing a backward seepage. The superficial veins 
may become like sacs or pouches, filled with 
blood. 

In severe cases, there is an added handicap 
that part of the blood goes back down toward 
the feet and the blood from the deep veins may 
flow back through the superficial veins, re- 
turning up through the deep veins again. This 
is of interest because the circulation of blood is 
turned around or reversed. 

I regard the mechanical causes which inter- 
fere with the venous circulation as the main 
causes of varicose veins. However, occasion- 
ally it will be found that the patient has been 
wearing tight garters which play a contributing 
role in cutting off the circulation of the lower 
leg.

QUESTION: Mr. O. O. R. asks: “What is 
meant by leukoplakia?” 
ANSWER: Leukoplakia is also called 


“Smoker's Patch” and is a disease marked by 
the development upon the mucous membranes 
of the mouth, of white thickened patches, 
which sometimes show a tendency to form 
cracks or fissures, The disease usually attacks 
the tongue, but may be found in other parts. 
One of the first symptoms which may be noted 
by the patient is that the affected part is ex- 
tremely sensitive to heat or cold or to spiced 
foods. In some cases, the disorder may be 
traced to continual irritation of the tongue from 
broken edges on decayed teeth. More men 
than women develop the disorder. As the 
patches begin to form, it will look as though the 
mucous membrane is covered by a thin film of 
milk. It is very important that the mouth be 
kept clean and I advise that the patient con- 
sult his doctor as to the treatment in his indiv- 
idual case.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1885, fifty years 
ago, the first overt act in the 
second Riel rebellion, as it is 
generally known, took piace in 


Saskatchewan. 

Trouble was not unexpected. 
Bungling by officials, failure to 
recognize the peculiar habits of 
the half-breeds, and manipu- 
lation of breed opinion by Riel, 
all had brought about a situation 
which only needed a match to set 
the prairie afire. Riel had dur- 
ing the winter carried out an in- 
tensive campaign throughout the 
Batoche district; early in March 
he had formed his provisional 
government to enforce his “bill 
of rights,” just as he had done | 
at Fort Garry in 1869, 

Following the same line as on 
the Red River, he ordered the 
French half-breeds to gather 
arms and bring them to a meet- | 
ing at which he was to outline | 
his remedy for their grievances. | 
But it was necessary to have cash 
and supplies if they were to war 
on the government, so on March 
18th the stores of Walters and 
Baker and of Kerr Bros. at St. 
Laurent were raided, a lot of loot 
taken, and Kash, the Indian 
agent, surveyor Leslie and tele- 
graph operator Tompkins, with 
some others, were made prison- 
ers.

News of this was sent to Major 
Crozier at Fort Carlton, who sent 
to Prince Albert for reinforce- 
ments. Meanwhile Riel had sent 
a message to Major Crozier that 
the Mounted Police post at Fort 
Carlton must be surrendered. 
This was, of course, refused, but 
Crozier sent Thomas MacKay, 
Scottish half-breed, to Riel to 
see what the trouble was all 
about. There was a hectic con- 
ference between the two follow- 
ed by a parley before the “coun- 
cil" but Riel would be content 
with no compromise. He want- 
ed blood, “much blood; every one 
that is against us is to be driven 
out of the country.” 

It was not long before Riel had 
his lust for blood satisfied. On 
the 26th came the massacre of 
Duck Lake when Crozier’s force 
was cut to pieces. Nine Prince 
Albert volunteers and three 
police constables were killed. The 
rebellion was on, and all Canada 
was aroused. Troops were sent 
from the east. They did their 


job well. The whole mess was 
gleaned up inside of three 
months. Riel surrendered on 


May 16 and in due course paid 
the penalty on the scaffold. The 
stirring events of fifty years 


since will be recalled in this 
column as the anniversaries 
come along.

MAYOR DID BEST 

Editor Bulletin: As a rate-payer 
in this so much governed city I 
have watched the goings on of 
our city fathers; particularly 
since all the promises at the last | 
election. First with hope, then 
with prayers and now with dis- 
gust. } 

In my opinion the mayor has | 
been doing his best to live up to 
his promises, but his twelve ad- 
visory apostles have not only 
given him little or no construc- 
tional suggestions or advice, but 
have “bucked” every proposal 
that he has made, and to add to 


the whole muddy show, our city 
charter has been translated by 
one of our judges to the effect 
that the elected head of the city 
cannot dispense with the services 
of anyone who has succeeded (no 
matter how) in getting his name 
on the city payroll. 

I have before me a Canadian 
periodical, with a list of the city 
permanent employes, and the 
payroll. As far as I know it has 
not been challenged so it must 
be correct. Nine hundred and 
sixty-seven permanent employes 
with an average annual salary of 
$1,473 to run a city that has not 
expanded one inch since the boom 
of 1910-12; 77 employees at $1603 
each to run a power plant when 
we buy our power from Calgary; 
79 at $1678 each to keep our 
telephones going; 40 at $1798 to 
watch the Calgary power go 
through the wire. 

But tell me, fathers, tell me for 
what they use 155 employes in 
the engineer's department at a 
salary of $1,207 each? 

We have a building inspector's 
department, 8 employes at $1,946 
each, I suppose seven of them go 
out and hunt for a new building 
so the eight can inspect it.

Secession Or Expulsion 
SY RT. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Under the Federal Constitution which unites several provinces 
into a Dominion, the only way one province can get out is to show 
that the conditions imposed upon the province in reality amount 
to an expulsion; that is to say demands have been piled up against 
the province until they are impossible of fulfillment

Under circumstances of this kind Western Australia has been 
granted a committee of the House of Lords to inquire into the 
facts on which the demands of Western Ausiralia for secession 
from the Commonwealth of Australia are founded. 


The western provinces of Canada are rapidly reaching the 
expulsion status. 


The problem may be stated very clearly and simply. A man 
with a salary of seventy-five dollars per month is living in a 
boarding house at a rate of thirty dollars per month. The land- 
lady gives him a valid notice that next month his rate will be 
eighty dollars per month. The boarder naturally gets out because 


he has to. The problem of whether it is a case of secession or 
expulsion loses importance, because the rate fixed is one which 
the boarder has no earning power to pay. He has to get out, no 
matter what the reason, or what he says about it. 


This is the exact financial position of each of the western 
provinces of Canada. Not one of the provinces has the earning 
power to pay the amounts imposed by the Dominion as a 
condition of that province remaining in the Dominion. 


These facts have been known since the opening years of this 
century; but nothing constructive has been done, and the matters 
involving a danger of disruption of Confederation have been 
allowed to drag aiong on the Micawber theory that something 
would turn up, 


In 1930 the loads upon the western provinces were suddenly } 
and enormously increased by a high tariff policy. Even them, | 
and even now, the provincial governments refused to face the 
facts, which without any action on the part of the provinces are 
effecting a disruption of the Canadian Confederation. 


British Columbia came into the Dominion in 1871, under terms 
of union agreed upon between the Dominion and the province 
and validated by Imperial Order in Council. One of the terms 
was that a transcontinental railway should be constructed to a 
tidewater terminal in British Columbia. 


| 
| 
| 


Unfortunately nothing was said in the terms of union giving 
the people of British Columbia the right to the use of the 
railway or terms of equality’as to freight rates with the people 
of the eastern provinces. It is a condition necessarily implied, 
because, on the slightest suggestion that there would be discrim- 
inatory rates, the people of British Columbia would never have 
come into the Union. The main reason for coming into the 
Confederation was to get a railway over which they could do 
business on terms of equality. 


|

Immediately the railway was finished, a rate structure was put 
into effect which discriminated against British Columbia in three 
different ways. 


(a) Rates westbound were made and kept lower than rates 
eastbound; so that it was impossible to take raw materials into 
British Columbia, manufacture them, and ship them eastward for 
sale, because the lower freight rates granted to eastern shippers 
made the British Columbia prices plus freight prohibitive: 


(b) Rates for the rail haul on goods moving overseas or 
through Bills of Lading to points overseas were made lower than 
rates for the rail haul to British Columbia ports, so that it has 
always been impossible to establish large importing and export- 
ing houses in British Columbia, impossible to establish large flour 
mills at British Columbia coast points, and impossible to ware- 
house eastern goods in British Columbia warehouses to be 
combined with British Columbia products for sales overseas. 
Feed grains pay a lighter freight rate from the prairie provinces | 
to British Columbia ports than for delivery in China and Japan: | 


(c) Commodity rates were made lower on British Columbia 
products when shipped without any finishing work being done 
on them. This really was the most expensive drain on the 
province, because it reduced the earnings of British Columbia 
labor to a minimum, and absorbed the products of the province on 
the cost of production basis. 


| 


Under the tariff rates, there was a compulsory purchase of | 
practically all manufactured goods in eastern Canada. Western 
populations are not large enough to permit the establishment of 
large manufacturies with sales limited to. the provincial 
neighborhood. 


| 


In this connection another safeguard given in express words 
by the terms of union was effectually evaded. 


The terms of union provided that the B.N.A. Act should apply 
to British Columbia; and Section 121 of the B.N.A. Act provides 
that all articles of the growth, produce or manufacture of any one 
of the provinces shall from and after the Union be admitted free 
into each of the other provinces. This is plain enough surely. 


But the Dominion has provided that British Columbia cannot 
bring eastern Canadian goods around to British Columbia ports 
by water except in vessels of British registry. This looks like an 
Empire safeguard and provides an excuse for waving the flag. In 
fact it prevents the use of any fast intercoastal service and 
forces British Columbia people to pay for the land rail haul clear 
across the continent, and the tariffs are kept high enough to 
enforce this breach of the terms of union. 


Successive British Columbia governments have borrowed 
money to run their government establishments and have been 
howling constantly for “better terms” which is merely an alias for 
honest treatment. A British Columbia Economic Council after 
dispassionate examination has found that British Columbia has to 
buy ninety million dollars worth in eastern Canada to sell ten 
million dollars worth there; and the fact obtrudes itself that the 
Dominion has never spent in British Columbia ten percent of the 
amounts collected there. 


The borrowing limit has been reached. The natural products 
available for commodity rates have been drained out of the 
province; and British Columbia has been excluded from the 
Dominion in fact although the pretence of Union is kept up 
because politicians are afraid of the word “secession.” 


Space will not permit a review of Alberta and Saskatchewan; 
but their case is no better and they are on their way out by force 
of expulsion. This is a condition and a fact; not a theory, 


Nothing but absolute honesty will reunite, restore ang keep 
the Dominion intact.

READS FROM 
SCOTCH POET 
“Adam Lindsay Gordon” was the 
topic of Dr. A, R. Osborn’s address 


to the Edmonton Sranch, Canadian 


Authors, at Mrs. J. H. Acheson's 
home, Wednesday evening. Son of 
wealthy parents, reputed heir to a 
Scottish baronetcy, classical scholar, 
mounted policeman in the ‘back- 
townships,’ for a brief time member 


| of parliament, jockey, and poet, dy- 


ing in poverty at the age of 37 
years. 

The speaker quoted from “How 
We Beat The Favorite,” “The 
Weary Wayfarers,” “Potter's Clay” 
as examples of beauty and truth 
in poetry. “The Escape,” one of 
Gordon's last poems seemed to fore- 
tell his death. 

As relief from tragedy Dr. Os- 
born read from the writings of C. 
G. Dennis, Australian journalist, 
whose “Doreen” and “The Senti- 
mental Bloke” sold in tens of thou- 
sands during the World War. The 
Cockney dialect was quite under- 
standable and most amusing under 
Dr. Osborn’s fine reading.

Defending the participation of 
the Edmonton relief department 


in the $600 three-way Dominion- | 
Provincial-municipal land settle- 
ment scheme, H. F. McKee, spe- 
cial city relief officer, in appear- 
ing before the legislative agri- 
cultural committee probing re- 
lief matters, declared that the 
city had in no case endeavored 
to evade its responsibility in car- 
ing for those who went out on 
the land under the scheme. 
Several witnesses were heard in 
the course of the mourning hearing | 
The committee, which adjourned 
at 11:30 a.m. to hear representations 
from the Retail Merchants’ associa- 
tions, will devote all its time on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
mornings to hearing representa- 
tions from relief recipients 
In the meantime a special sub- 
committee has been appointed to | 
deal with special cases referred to 
it by individuals or organizations. 
The $600 Dominion-provincial- | 
municipal farm settlement scheme | 
offers the only means of effective 
rehabilitation of the jobless, accord- 
ing to H. F. McKee, special city re- 
lief officer. 


ONE SOLUTION 

This was one method of solution 
of the unemployed situation. Many 
men had made fine progress toward 
becoming self-supporting. 

Donald MacLeod, U.F.A., Stony 
Plain, here interjected that the 
committee should be investigating 
special and particular cases. Many 
people on the land settlement 
scheme had shown they were not 
suited to the life. 

“Who is going to take care of | 
these men when they can no longer | 
take care of themselves?” he asked. |
